Here are more Qualifications requifite 
for the finifhing of a Statefman than 
will make a Man eminent in any other 
Profeffion of Life: His Underftanding 
muft be as diffufive as his Bufinefs, and 

his Talents various as are the Branches of his 
Occupation. Induftry may make a Scholar, Ex- 
perience a General, Integrety a Divine, and 
Cukoldom an Alderman ; but every united Ex- 
cellence muft centre in the Forming a Politi- 
cian, and tho’ Reafons of State are fo intri- 
cate, that ’tis difficult to be a good Minifter and 
good Manat the fame time, yet Honefty is the 
moft neceflary Ingredient of all. It’s much 


eafier to findan able Minifter than an honeft+ 


one, for thofe Opportunities which improve the 
one corrupt the other. The moft odious things 
may be varnifh’d with the fpecious Names of 
temporary Expedients; and there are many, 
who from the reading of A@atchiavell and Taci- 
tus (which two Books have made many a one a 
mere State Jugler that might otherwife have 
beeu a found Politician) will be fo prefumptious 
as to fuperfede known Rules and eftabljifh’d Laws 
for chimerical Reafons of State ; which Man- 
ner of Proceeding, if we confider it fimply and 
abftratedly is no other than political Wifdom 
exclufive ot Confcience and Religion 3; asif Po- 
liticks were by Nature diametrically oppofite to 
Morals and Reafon, not as fufficient to obviate 
Danger as Knavery and Craft. The Bufinefs is, 
ris Want of due Qualifications, intenfe Think- 


ing, and Indefatigablenefs, which drive fome 
Statefmen to this miferable Shift. | It’s praéti- 
cable for a Lawyer, tho’ not ufua!, to get a Live- 
lihood without being a Knave, and fo is it for 
a Statefman to gain Reputation and Honour 
withont leffening the Dignity of his Charaéter, 
or condefeending to any thing mean, tricking or 
bafe. Diffimulation, I own, tho’ blameable in 
other Characters, may be allow’d of in a Prince 
or his Mtnifter ; and the moft refin’d Piece of 
Management of all is, to know how toufe a 
Rafcal with Dexterity and to Advantage: There 
are Occafions which abfolutely require it, and 
when none but fuch can be ferviceable : Religi- 
on, Honour, Confcience are indeed fair, beauti- 
ful and attracting ; but to what Purpofe is an 
honeft Man upon fome Emergencies ? Notwith- 
ftanding the putting this Art in Practice with 
honourable Intenfions and upon neceflary Occa- 
fions, may be very innocent aud is in it felf no 
way derogatory from the Integrety of a great 
Minifter. Arlus is of al] Men living the moft 
accomplifh’d Mafter in improving this Method 
ufefully ; tho’ poffeft of all the Integrity that e- 
ver Man had, yet he can, when Neceflity re- 
quires, turn himfelf into the moft cunning faga- 
tious fubtle Ambidexter. If ever he has been 
drawn into a Miftake by being over cunning 
(which thing hds frequently @appen'd to fome 
Statefmen) it proves only an inftrudtive profita- 
ble Lecture to him, to be treafur’d up in that 
vaft Magaziae of Wifdom with which his Head 
is furnifh’d. The Truth on’t is, he’s a perfec 
Proficient in the Art of Diflimulation ; profound

Subtilty lies uadifcover’d under the agreeable 
Smiles of an obliging Countenance ; and by 
an eafie goodhumour’d Behaviour he covers 
moft unfathomable Deceit. Then his Temper 
is of an admirable Compofure, ever calm, 
{mooth and unruffl’d, which together with his 
natural Complaifance, good Breeding, and 
winning manner of Addrefs makes it no won- 
der that he has grafted himfelf into the very 
Soul of a gracious Miftrefs, and that Royal 
Affe@tion is lavifh to his Merit: And this in- 
deed feems to beall the Reward he feeks for 
his faithful difinterefted Services, feeing after 
the great Parts he had acted in two Reigns 
and a Courfe of honourale Employments, the 
Enjoyment of a profitable Place at Court tend- 
ed rather to the Detriment than Advance- 
ment of his Hereditary fftate: So liberal 
at once and induftrious was he to pro- 
cure the beft Advices and farelitgence 5 
fo prodigal of his own Fortune to circh the 
the Publick: What a Happinefs is it that he 
has the Direftion of his Prince’s Treafure who 
is fo negligent of his own? Arlus is as wii- 
verfal a Scholar as any Nation ever bred, nor 
is there one ufefol Branch of Learning in 
which he is not throughly well vers’d : By his 
vaft Difcernment and {wift Penetration he may 
be faid to have a Faculty, which fome derive 
from the unhappy Texture of their Eyes, Viz. 
of feeing feveral ways at once: His Coufage 
is undaunted and not to be fhock’d with Op- 
ofition ; his Temper neither liable to the 
Tranfports of Anger or other Pafflions, nor to 
be mov’d with Contradi@ion and Nonfenfe, 
which he can bear with exellent Cardour and 
Patience : This enables him firmly and refo- 
lutely to purfae his own well grounded Pur- 
pofes, without the leaft Perturbation, or even 
a Capacity of being pat out of his Way, nor 
is he ever impatient unlefs when he’s hearing 
fome idle fhallow Project. As he has a deli- 
cate Tafte of polite Learning; fo has he an 
extenfive Experience in all Kinds of Bufinets, 
and is of all Men moft perfe‘tly inftruéted in 
the Original Laws and Conftirution of this 
Kingdom, and the whole Oecconomy of Par- 
liamentary Methods, Forms and Procedures: 
His Forwardnefs to fign the Affociation, his 
bringing in the Bill for Triennial Parliaments, 
his preventing an Infurrection in Scotland. The 
early and feafonable Advices he gave of the 
Invafion, and his being fo peculiarly inftru- 
mental in bringing about the Union are emt- 
nent Inftances as of his Abilities, fo of his 
analterable Love of his Queen and Country, 
his fteddy Adherence to the Proteftant Suc- 
ceffion, and his firm Dependance on the Ba- 
fis of, the Reve No Man ever affected 
Popularity lefs than Arlus, no Man was ever 
more Generous, nor any Man’s Generofity at~ 
tended with lefs Pomp. As he is a nice Di- 
fcerner into the liberal Arts and Sciences, fo 
has been a conftant Encourager of them ; while 
he lives, whoever deferves a Patron, will find 


one. If at any time he has been Wanting gn 
that ftrif& and punctual Regard which fhould 
be had to ones Words and Affurances, it mut 
be attributed tothe puzling Labyriaths oj Bn. 
finefs, in which he is continually involv’d. and 
not to want of Sincerity ; for he never fails to 
attone for prefent Négleéts by future Services 
and tho’ his Dependants may be fometimes kept 
too long in Sufpence, they feldom repent. Whar 
Pity ’tis that the fmalleft Spot fhould be feep in 
fo bright an Orb.
